tending desegreg ated schools in the 
South alone (17 southern, border 
states, and District of Columbia) 
and yet only a few cases of violence 
which probably would result in the 
“time heals everything” method. 
And for those who go along with 
the “Time health everything” meth- 
od, I can only say' that time was in 
1619 when the first Negro slave was 
brought over into America, and in 
1956 it has yet to heal without the 
“use of force” and pressure.”
